AN AMERICAN LANGUAGE. 


From the St. Louis Tost Dispatch. 
Are we developing an American lan­ 
guage? 
The differences between the English 
and American experts on the commission 
to determine Germany’s capacity to pay 
suggests that we are. 
Ordinarily, the Eng­ 
lish language is spoken by every English­ 
man and American, but in England there 
are classes which have developed a dialect 
hard to understand. There are accents and 
phrases in some parts of the United States 
that sound strange elsewhere. 
It is stated that one part of the experts’ 
report was prepared by Englishmen, and 
another by Americans. 
When they com­ 
pared notes, the Englishmen could not un­ 
derstand some of the phases of the Ameri­ 
cans, and vice versa. 
Before it was com­ 
pleted, consequently, the representatives 
of the two nations went over the report to­ 
gether to straighten out the misunderstood 
phrases. 
It leads to the belief 
that 
the United 
States, with its assimiliation of millions of 
immigrants, most of whom eventually learn 
the English language, create a dialect that 
is slowly altering the language used in the 
United States. 
Languages do not change 
in a year, nor in 100 years, but require hun­ 
dreds of years to make a material differ­ 
ence It is not impossible that, within a few 
hundred years, a resident of Missouri or 
Kansas, will have a hard time making a 
resident of England understand. 
Or will 
the extensive use of English books insure 
a fixed language 
in all 
countries of the 
world that today speak English?

GREAT ENGLISH 
NOVELIST DEAD

author of

of popular romantic tales, died Mon- * 
day from heart trouble at her boma * 
here. 
She had been ailing lor some 
weeks but was apparently recover­ 
ing when the fatal seizure occurred. 
Born in 180*, the daughter of an 
I?alian father and Scottish mother, 
Miss Corelli was adopted in infancy 
by Charles Mackey, journalist 
and 
song writer. She was educated in a * 
French convent, and 
much of 
her 
e a r l y training was with the idea that 
she should take up the musical pro­ 
fession, but her penchant for writing 
prevailed, h' fng encouraged by the 
publication of a nurnbt r of poems. 
Her first book, “A Romance 
of * 
Two World’s” was published in 18S6, 
and was closely followed by “Ven­ 
detta,” “Thelma,” and others.

School authorities axe 
urged to have all pupils weighed at 
regular Intervals so that alarming 
variations from the normal may be 
discovered and remedied without 
delay. 
The correct weight for a child Is 


determined tn the tables by his 
age and height. 
For example, in 
the case of a boy known to be 12 
years old and 55 Inches in height 
the correct weight 76 pounds, Is 
found in the column headed “12 
years” and opposite the figures 
“55" in the column at the extreme 
left. 
By following thle method in 
using the tables the correct weight 
for any boy or girl can be found.

Understanding between all these if 
possible but understanding is impos 
sible between the Bourbon and the 
radical. Accordingly, a contribution 
on our side to understanding is the 
avoidance of Bourbonism.

Is it possible. In the second place, 
that some of us may well re-examine 
our conception of free speech? Thus 
also we may help, each his mite, to 
avoid 
misunderstanding 
between 
Bourbon and radical. Some of us 
would find ourselves assunding free 
speech as the right of those who ac­ 
cept the political and social institu­ 
tions in which we believe. Whereas 
the fact is, of course, that free 
speech, short of incitement to law- 
breaking, is the right of all of us. It 
is the right of the communist and 
the socialist as much as it is the 
right of you and me. If we who be­

Government by jailing can put out 
the communist and the socialist, but 
cannot put down communism #r so­ 
cialism.

figures 
“55” in the column at the extreme 
left 
By following this method in 
using the tables the correct weight 
for any boy or girl can be found. 
In studying the evils it Is seeking 
to reform the Bureau of Educa­ 
tion has discovered that nearly 


5,000,000 boys and girls, or almost 
25 per cent of the country*B school 
children, are suffering from malnu­ 
trition. Therefore the bureau’s pro­ 
gram emphasizes the necessity for 
j wholesome food. 
¡ 
Parents are urged to provide an 
abundance of fruit, vegetables and 
pure milk for their children, but 
they are warned against tea and 
coffee on the ground that the drug 
caffeine contained in them is too 
stimulating for the sensitive nerv­ 
ous system of the child.

In the realm oi musical tones what 
may sound like a note of a single 
pitch might really be made up of a 
large number oi so called “pure” 
tones. Thus, what our ears may tell 
us is the tone of two octaves below 
middle C might really contain not 
only this pure tone as the “funda­ 
mentar* but also tones oi each octave mc 
of the fundamental. 
These higher

tones 
are 
called 
“harmonics" 
or ” 
“overtones". 
While the fundamental 
is usually loader than any of its 
harmonics, yet this need not be true. 
In fact the fundamental may be m iss­ 
ing yet a combination of harmonics 
will produce the sound of the funda- 
npental tones. 
Thus if pure tones of 
500, 600, 700 and 800 cycles are pro­ 
duced. one will also hear the differ- ¡ 
ence tone of 100 cycles. 
This is due 1 
to 
distortion 
in 
the ear. 
Organ

large pipes required for deep tones 
and 
manufacturers of some radio 
loud speakers also more or less un­

Many loud speakers will net produce 
tones as low as the lower notes oi 
the organ or piano, yet we get the 
impression of hearing them, because 
the overtones characteristic of these 
notes do come through.

1. Reckless Security (vv. 15). They 
were blind to the evils that surround­ 
ed them. They were living In a fool’s 
paradise, closing their eyes to the ap­ 
proaching rtorm of judgment as pre­ 
dicted by Amos. 
They trusted in the 
mountains of Samaria for their pro­ 
tection. 
They regarded their city ns 
impregnable. They no doubt regarded 
the utterances of Amos as the dreams 
of a fanatic. 
The chief ones of 
the nation were so puffed up with 
pride that they failed to read the 
signs of the times in the light of his- j 
tory (v. 2), 
To disregard the lessons 
of history by dismissing the thought of j 
Impending judgment is to bring near 
the seat of violence” (v. 3). 
2. Luxury 
(vv. 4-6). 
Periods of 
prosperity are always characterized by 
corruption and luxury. The luxury of 
Samaria expressed itself in 
(1) Extravagant Furniture (v. 4). 
They had beds of ivory, perhaps wood 
inlaid with ivory. 
(2) Laziness (v. 4). They stretched 
j themselves upon their couches—living 
: lives of Indolence. 
(3) Feasted on delicacies (v. 4). The 
implication here Is that they had their 
dainties out of season. 
This is what 
many pride themselves in. 
They buy 
what they desire regardless of what it 
costs. 
In many instances men and 
women are living in gluttony while 
others are destitute. 
(4) Adorned their feasts with music 
(v. 5). 
They sang idle songs, even 
Invented musical instruments for this 
purpose. 
They prostituted the noble 
art of music to their sensual feasts. 
How like the times in which we live. 
(5) They drank wine (v. C). 
They 
were not content with ordinary drink­ 
ing vessels. 
They drank from bowls, 
Indicating excessive drinking. 
They 
were so mastered by the intoxicating 
cup that their feasts, which were 
adorned with the refinements of music, 
ended in drunkenness. 
3. Failure 
to 
Grieve 
for Joseph 
(v. 
6). 
Joseph 
here 
stands 
for 
Ephraim and Manasseh, his two sons. 
Ephraim became the principal tribe of 
the northern kingdom, so Joseph Is 
used as a synonym for the nation. 
Many are indulging in Infamous lux­ 
ury, entirely indifferent to the groan- 
Ings of others. 
There Is need of a 
modern Amos to thunder God s judg­ 
ment upon all those who are living in 
luxury and who are at ease in Zion— 
the inevitable issue of such living, the 
prophet assures them, would be that 
they should go into captivity (v. 7) 
and their proud city be delivered up 
to their enemies (v, S). 
I!, The

1. Turn Back to God (v. 1). 
The 
only way for sinning individuals and 
nations to escape the judgment of God 
Is with heartbreaking sorrow to re­ 
pent and return to God. 
Hosea as­ 
sures them that though God had to n 
and smitten them He will heal and 
bind up if they repent. 
2. Believe in His Bower to Restore 
(v. 2). This power even extends to e 
national resurrection for Israel. 
3. Obedience (v. 3). 
It is through

with the Lord that they were to know 
His forgiving mercy. 
4. The Issue (vv. 3-6). 
Such pen! 
tence would make restoration abso­ 
lutely certain.
